PROCEEDINGS IN THE CASE YESTERDAY 


A Request for a Committee to Visit Kentucky 
and Take Evidence—Several 
Affidavits Read. 
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Wasurreror, January 6.—There was a full 
meeting of the house committee on elections 
today to agree upon a line of procedure in the 
Thoebe-Carlisle contested election case. Con- 
testant Thoebe was present with his counsel, 
Messrs. Sypher and Hoover, of this city. No 
one formally represented the speaker. Mr. 
Sypher began the presentation of Thoebe 8 
case immediately after the committee had 
been called to order, taking up first the brief 
already submitted with the record which as- 
sumes 28 2 basis of the case, that the state elec- 
tion laws were violated in the appointment 
of judges of election. This infraction of the 
law, he asserted, was sufficient to war- 
rant a favorable consideration of Thochbe’s 
claim, but if the committee did 
not agree in this view he was prepared to pre- 
sent evidence to satisfy them of his client’s 
election. The record alone, he said, would 
not reveal the facts in the case, and it was the 
duty of the committee to at once send a com- 
mittee to the district to ascertain the facts 
while it could be done. Already important 
papers had been destroyed, as he was prepared 
to prove by affidavits. Taking up the details 
of the case, Mr. Sypher said that on the night 
of the election It became ‘apparent to the 
judges of the election at Covington that Mr. 
Carlisle had been defeated by more than 
two thousand votes. At 1 @’clock 
they sent for Mr. Carlisle and 
brought him in a_ carriage to the 
house of a friend. He (Sypher) could give the 
name of the friend and the location. of the 
house, but he would not do so unless the com- 
mittee urzed him, as he did not wish to state 
all he knew at this stage of the case. After 
consulting with Mr. Carlisle they telegraphed 
to have the returns of the outside counties with- 
held. 

“Who are ‘they?’ 
quired Mr. ard, 

“They ? vy, the friends of Carlisle,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Sypher. 

Counsel said that it was a fact that the re- 
turus of the six outlying counties were with- 
held for five days, and Mr. Carlisle had pub- 
licly confessed that he was defeated, 

“Youdo not attach any importance to this 
point,” suggested Mr. Heard. _ 

“No: [ just mention it,”’ replied Mr. Sypher. 

“Hayes, I think, confessed defeat at first,” 
said Mr. Heard. ‘ 

“Yes,’’ replied Mr, Sypher, ‘‘and I think he 
ought to have stuck to it.” 

Counsel said that in seven of the eight pre- 
cincts of Carroll county the poll books were 
written, signed and certified as to all the 
names in one handwriting, and it was evident 
that al! of them must have been written after 
the election by one man, as he could 
not have been in all the precincts at 
once on eleciion day. He next read the affida- 
vit of John J. Pierce in support of his state- 
ments. In this paper Pierce tells that the sig- 
natures on the poll books were in one hand— 
a peculiar hand—while the signatures of the 
election ofiicers to their oaths were in dilfer- 
ent handwritings. {Counsel ’said that Mr. 
Carlisle had failed of election through neglect. 
In some precincts no tickets were printed 
until three o'clock, and there was virtually no 
election held in some precincts. In one case 
only the three judges voted, two for Mr. Car- 
lisle and one for Thoebe. In Boone county 
two hundred votes were cast on election day, 
but the returns finally showed five hundred 
and sixty-seven votes. In Carroil county there 
was practicallynoelection. Hecouldshow that 
the voters had failed to go tothe polls on election 
day, but when they found that Carlisle had 
been defeated they voted next day. Not ouly 
was this the case in Carrol] county, but also in 
every one of the outlying counties. Counsel 
quoted from a statement by J. J. Blakely, who 
was, he said, a prominent democrat, and an 
attorney of Covington, to the effect that twen- 
ty-four names appeared to have been added to 
one of the poll books after the signatures of 
the judves had been affixed. 

Counsel then said he would state something 
Which he had no affidavits to support, but 
which could be proved by witnesses. After the 
election seven of Mr. Carhsles’s friends met in 
conivrence at the federal building to endeavor 
tosave Mr. Carlisle. They sent for an 
eighth gontieman—a prominent and honorable 
gentlemnan—Cololonel R. W. Nelson. They 
told him Mr. Carlisle had veen defeated, and 
they wanted lim toconfer with them to de- 
Vise some means of changing the result. 
Thereupon Colonel Nelson took his hat and 
left, declaring thatif they were up to any- 
thing of that sort they must count him out. 

“Mr. Carliste dare not contradict this, gen- 
tlemen,’’ said Mr. Sypher. “He is a democrat, 
and a Kentucky gentleman of as high standing 
as Mr. Carlisle.’’ 

Counsel next took up an affidavit by con- 
testant to the effect that Carlisle’s friends had 
corrupted his (Thocbe’s) attorney and induced 
him to abandon the case and suppress testi- 
mony. In the course of a general statement 
of the transaction Mr. Sypher said that they 
had been given the name of the man who had 
Pees Attorney Wood, and if their in- 

ormant told the truth, that man was a rela- 
tive of Mr. Carlisle. The price named for 
Wood was $250. “He oe cheap,’ added 
counsel. 1 

Touching Carlisle’s refusal to join him in 
taking testimony, Mr. Sypher remarked: 

“He did not dare meet me. He dare not now 
£0 into that district and take testimony.’ 

Thoebe’s affidavit was next read, w Saas he 
accuses Weod of delaying the taking of testi- 
mony,and with telling him (Thoebe) that 
there might be money in it for both of them if 
he would withdraw the contest. Mr. Sypher 
declared that there was enough evidence in 
his brief to warrant the committee in seating 
his client, but if it did not. think so, certainly 
there was sutticient ground for the re-opening 
Of the case.

In secret session the proceedings were confined 
to the reading of several atlidavits, and with- 
out an attenipt tocome toan agreement upon 
propositions submitted "by Thoebe and counsel, 
the committee adjourned until tomorrow, 
when some action is likely.

TEE CHARGES DISMISSED, 


The Fight on Light Keeper Odell, of Cape 
Henry. 

W ASHINGTON, January 6.— Acting Secretary 
‘Thompson has addressed a letterto the chair- 
man of the lighthouse board in regard to the 
case of Keeper Odell, of Cape Henry light sta- 
tion, in Which he says: 

The departmen: has received and considered the 
repoit of the board of slighthouse officers convened 
to consider and report on the case of M. L. Odell, 
keeper of Cape Henry light, against whom various 
charges had becn inade. It appears from this re 
port that this b ard of officers found these charges 
to be unfounded in fact, and recommend that this 
maiter receive po further consideration. The de- 
part:pent, after a careful consideration of the mat- 
ter, approves tris roport, dismisses the charges and 
returns the papers in the case to take their proper 
place in the archives of the lighthouse bc ard, 

It is stated at the department that the case 
has assunied the importance of a political issue 
in Virginia, and almost the entire democratic 
influence of the state has been invoked to se- 
cure the removal of the lightkeeper in ques- 
tion. The department, in acting in opposition 
to this pressure, desires to have it stated that 
Mr. Odell is a good and efficient officer and 
will not be removed simply on account of his 
polities. 

WASHINGTON, January 6.—The postmaster 
general today issued an order directing the 
postmaster at Boston, to withhold the pay- 
mcnt of money orders and registered mail sent 
to the New England Decorative works, of Bos- 
ton, the proprietors of the same having been 
arrested and plead guilty to the charge of 
using the mails in furtherance of a scheme te 
dofraud, 

Fer the purpose of accommodating the in- 
creasing tide of travel southward, the Atlantic 
Coast Line will, ina few days, put on a fast 
vestibule train of palace cars which will make 
the run from Washington to Jacksonville, 
Fla., in the reduced time of twenty-four hours. 
The road propeses to make this train the finest 
in America, in point of luxury of equipment. 
A special train today carried south 200 officers 
and help for the new Ponce de Leon hotel at St. 
Augustine. 

The state department is today in receipt of 
a communication from the Belgian miunister, 
giving information that applications for space 
by intending exhibitors at the International 
Universal exposition, to be held at Brussels 
next May, under the patronage of the king 
and government of Belgium, will be extended 
to the 15th of March, instead of being limited 
to January 15th, as originally proposed. Ap- 
plications may be made directly to Armstrong 
& Co., 822 Broadway, New York city, who 
have been appointed agents of the exposition 
for the United States. The minister adds that 
international juries will be appointed to award 
diplomas, medals, and cash prizes, and the 
sum of 50,000 francs will be placed at their dis- 
posal for this purpese. 
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DISMISSED THE INDICTMENTS. 


Sudden Termination of the Memphis Suits 
Against Officials. 

Mrmpuis, January 6.—This community was 
startled by a sensation this morning in the 
criminal court when Attorney-General _B. 
Peters arose, just after the court had been con- 
vened, and moved that all indictments— 
eighty-two in number— pending against Presi- 
dent D. P. Hadden, Fire and Police Commis- 
sioner James Lee, Councilman John F. Ran- 
die, County Trustee A. J. Harris and Wharf- 
master Patrick Kallaher, be dismissed, 
which was done without the consent 
or knowledge of those gentlemen, by 
Judge J. J. Dubose, in a_ prepare 
opinion, in which he stated that he accepted 
the resultoef yesterday’s election as equivalent 
to a verdict of the jury in finding the-nabove 
named persons not guiltv of the offenses for 
which en had severally been indicted. In 
explanation of the action of Judge Dubose at 
the election held yesterday, for taxing district 
otticers, the ‘‘people’s,’’ or Hadden ticket, was 
elected by an overwhelming majority, after a 
bitter, personal campaign, in which it was con- 
cluded by its opponents that Hadden and his 

ssociates had accounted for every dollar of the 
public funds, and had not appropriated to 
t:eir own use one cent. 
Judge Dubose is_ criticised by 
indicted oflicials and the community generally 
as unprecedented, but is accepted as a com- 
plete vindication and ending of the clash 
which has existed here forthe past year be- 
tween the criminal court and the taxing dis- 
trict government. A few days ago Whart- 
master Kallaher produced documentary evi- 
dence which convinced the attorney-general 
that he was innocent beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. Hence the dismissal of the sixty in- 
dictments against him.

The Latest from the Reading 
Troubles. 


BOTH SIDES STILL VERY STUBBORN 


Merchants to Hold a Meeting and Endeavor 
to Settle Matters—Other Labor 
News of Interest. 


PHILADELPHIA, January 6.—At a meeting 
last night of local assembly 5,890, Knights of 
Labor, composed of Reading railroad em- 
ployes, the following preamble and resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

Whereas, The Philadelphia and Reading rat!road 
company, in the present difficultics which they have 
foic-d upon their employees, are engaging imumi- 
grats to fill the places they have caused us to vacate; 
and, 

Whereas, The company is protected from foreign 
competition by e protective tariff on coal, which we 
have fondly pelieved for years was intended to ben- 
efit American labor; and, 

Whereas, We, as citizeng.of this republic, believe 
the laws should be impartial, and that no laws 


should be enacted which confer special jpivileges~ 


upon any class of citizens ; therefore, be it 

Resol,@ 1, Thatin the coming election for con- 
gressmen we shall stpport only those men who are 
pledged to vote to repeal the tariffon coal. 

So far as running its trains and handling 
freight is concerned there is no evidence that 
can be discovered by the public that any strike 
exists on the Reading railroad. The passenger 
traflic was not at any time involved in the 
strike, and the company has been forming new 
crews of freight trainmen and freight and*coal 
handlers out of employes who stuck to the 
company and such skilled and unskilled labor 


as has been offered them in abundance until 
now the company does not admit that it is at 
all inconvenienced. This statement applies 
also to its great coal depot at Port Richmond 
and its coal transfer station at Elizabethport, 
where coal is not stored, but is merely trans- 
ferred from cars to water transportation. The 
great decrease in volume in coal carrying has 
helped to bring about this easy solution of the 
railroad strike. Only about one-quarter of the 
ordinary supply of coal is coming from the 
mines, perhaps less. 

In expectation of a scarcity in the near fu- 
ture, retailers have raised prices. There isa 
raise in retail prices for coal for household use 
of seventy-five cents. Individual dealers have 
raised from fifty eents to a dollar and a quar- 
ter, according to dealer’s views of what cus- 
tomers would stand. This disturbance in the 
coal trade and the presence of Pinkerton men 
around the Reading buildings and wharves, 
constitute abovt ali the public can discover 
that is unusual. The Pinkerton men have had 
nothing to do so fa: except toshow themselves 
prominently. 

Reading coal dealers have been informed by 
individual producers that the pr'ses of smaller 
sizes of cont :sed for domestic purposes wot 
be adygnced one dollar per ton at the mines, 
but that they would be fully supplied if the 
Reading company would furnish cars. Upon 
this latter point there is considerable anxiety. 

According to a special published in the 
Eagle, one of the individual collieries in 
Schuylkill county has shut down becanse its 
proprietors had been notified by the railroad 
company that cars would not be furnished if 
the advance of eight per cent continued to be 
paid. The proprietor of this colliery in com- 
municating this information to his miners, 
who denounced the railroad manage- 
ment, iaid the entire blame there, 
and offered to continue work if his 
men would waive the 5 per cent advance until 
the strike ended, promising them to settle 
arrearages upon the basis of wages finally 
agreed upon. Themen rejected this proposal 
and the mineshut down. Some few of the 
railroad company’s mines are working with a 
reduced force, but it is reported that the com- 
pany is stacking up coal at the niines and is 
not forwarding it. None is being offered there 
today by the company’s sales agent. One 
large mine at Ashland suspended today be- 
cause of a scarcity of surface employes. It 
was paying upon the December basis pending 
the settlement, but the strikers persuaded so 
many of the outside employes. to leave that 
coal could not be handled after the miners had 
dug it and a stoppage resulted. 

There are some forty furnaces locate] along 
the line of the Reading railroad, and today, 
after much correspondence, the Reading Coal 
and Iron company supplied some of the most 
needy furnaces with coal, but an advance of 
eighty-cents per ton, delivered at Schuykill 
Haven. The rate for years was $2.20, but to- 
day it was advanced to $3.00 per ton. This 
will result in an increased cost for the produe- 
tion of pig iron, and may prevent eastern 
Pennsylvania manufacturerers from competing 
with furnaces where both coal and labor are 
cheap, or it may result in closing down the 
furnaces. More discharges of railruaders em- 

loyed in the coal carrying trade were made 
ere today. The total number discharged 
from Philadelphia to Williamsport is estimated 
at one thousand. 

The report given out at Chairman Lee’s 
headquarters, at Pottsville, yesterday, that the 
Wiliam Penn private colliery, at which the 
advance bad ‘been conceded had stopped in 
support of the railroaders’ strike, proves to 
have been unfounded. The miners zre still at 
work there, and there will be no eessation on 
the ground stated, nor will there be any of 
othe? individual collieries now working under 
the advance. In fact, although Chairman Lee 
continues to insist that the miners will stand 
out, evenin event of the concession of the 8 
per cent advance, as long as the coal they are 
to cut is to be handled by “scab” railroaders. 
There has never been a systematic under- 
standing among them tothat effect, nor do 
Chairman Davis or other leaders of the 
miners’ organization corroborate the claim. It 
is on that question that a number of miners’ 
local assemblies have voted in favor of it, but 
it has never been put into practical operation; 
but, on the contrary, the men have gladly con- 
tinued work wherever their demand was recog- 
nized. 

Se far there has been no trouble between in- 
dividual proprietors and their men at Shenan- 
doah relative to the handling of their coal by 
the railroad company’s non-union employes. 
The conservative and leading element of the 
knights is opposed to complicating the present 
situation and endangering possible negotia- 
tions. by connecting the railroaders’ strike 
with that of the miners. All moral influence 
and financial aid that the miners can give 
they will extend heartily, but the disposition is 
not to follow the guidance of Chairman Lee, 
who, they say, “talks too much without think- 
ing.’ They do not want to lose the business 
sentiment that is in their favor and steadily 
growing, and which will manifest itself in a 
meeting of business men here tomorrow night 


to appoint a delegation to act in connection 
with others from country towns to visit Presi- 


dent Corbin and urge on him the wisdom of 
arbitrating the present troubles and for the 


general industrial interests of the coal region 
and dependent communities. 


Secretary Litchinan, of the Knights of La- 
ber, reports that payment from local assem- 
blies of the January tax are pouring in. The 

rovisional committee of the Knights of Labor 
has decided at last upon a plan by which its ab- 
ject can be attained and the general officers of 
the Knights of Labor condemned or exonerated, 
as the issue of certain legal measures have 
been decided upon, and acting on the advice 
of one of the best known peraie of this city, a 
suit in equity, will shortly be instituted. A 
bill is preparing and the provisions contain 
charges of peculation and general mismanage- 
ment against some ef the general officers, At 
the last meeting of the provisional committee. 
a sub-committee of three was appointed to as- 
certain the cost involved in carrying the ease 
through a court of equity and to engage coun- 
sel. The committee reports that it has decided 
upon some of the best legal talent of this city, 
and that the first cost would be the payment 
of $2,000 asa retaining fee. This announce-

Chieago Ei:mmployers and Compesitors Fixing 
Wages. 
Cnicaco, January 6.—The joint committee 


members, have been for weeks trying to pre- 
pare a new scale of prices which should be ac- 
ceptable to both employer and workman. A 
seale has been finally decided upon and sub- 
mitted to the parties interested for confirma- 
tion. The weekly scale has been fixed at from 
$15 to $21, according to value of recipient. 
Changes in measurement will reduce the pay 
somewhat. Type measurement, fixed by the 
néw seale, will be made upon the galley, se 
that the compositor will not get the advantage 
of blank pages as heretofore. The seale per 
1,000 has been reduced from forty cents to 
thirty-five cents. Most of the men, however, 
will be hired by the week. Overtime work 
will be paid for at a price and a third instead 
of at the old rate of a price and a half. The 
hours are fixed at ten hours per day except for 
Saturday, when nine hours shall constitute a 
day’s work. If the scale is adopted, as proba- 
bly it will be, there can remain no doubt but 
that the employers have reaped the benefit of 
the strike.

to close some wmwanufaciuring works. ‘The 
iron market is af.ady dstinctly stiffer because 
of & possible closing of the furnacés, and the Thomas 
conipany has not yet announced its prices. Sales of 
5,609 tous of souc:hern ifon are reported, with some 
weakness in bariron, and little improvement in 
prospects for rail mangfacture. All sp°culative 
markets experienced some reaction, except for tin, 
which is firm at half a centadvance,and lead, which 
is quoted slightly lower. The bad break in copper 
stocks abroad, with a quick reaction, was foilowed 
by a heavy failure and a panic at Paris. Oil mount- 
ed to 97 on Wednesday, broke suddenly to 9244, and 
has since risen again. Pork and lard have declined 
a little, and cottua ~m2-sixteenth; coffee is demoral- 
ized, and shows a loss of nearly one ccnt. Bread- 
stuffs have been weaker. 

Stocks have not advanced as those hoped who sup- 
posed that $70,000,000 distributed in dividends and 
interest on January 1 wouldlitt prices, An in- 
creased demand for good bonds appears, but the 
share dnarket has been weakened by the wesiern 
war Ofrates, which spreadand grow more bitter, 
and by the strike of the coal miners.

AFFAIRS IN HAWAII, 
The Demands of the Cabinet on King Kal- 
akua. 

San Francisco, January 6.—A private let- 
tor received here from Honolulu, dated De- 
ceinber 24, says: The cabinet have madea 
demand that Judge Jonathan Austin, of Hon- 
olulu, an American, shall be offered the place 
of Godfrey Brown, recently resigned from the 
cabinet. The cabinet have also demanded the 
appointment of Sanford Dole, a prominent 
lawyer, born here of American parents, to. fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of Judge 
Fornader of the supreme court. At the last 
advices the king had decided to accede to the 
cabinet’s demands, knowing that the reform 
league would otherwise place Mrs. Dominus, 
the king’s sister, on the throne. Kalakua 
has been advised by the English and Ameri- 
can ministers to comply with the demands of 
his cabinet with assurances that they would 
not interfere in his behalf with the designs of 
the reform league. The removal of Kalakua’s 
marshal is also insisted upon if he will be re- 
placed by a white man named Sopher. The 
reform league has the suppert of 99 out of 100 
foreigners and the indorsement of all the best 
native element. 


A LOAN FOR MEXICO, 


The Germans Controlling the Wholesale 
Trade in Mexico. 

O:Ty oF MExIg, via Galveston, January 
6.—Berlin advices received here are to the ef- 
fect that a loan of $52,600,000 for Mexico will 
be arranged before the close of this month on 
terms favorable to this country, and it is also 
stated that the German government approves 
the placing of German capital here, where 
Germans have built up alarge and lucrative 
trade. These German houses, which nearly 
control the whelesale trade of Mexico, owe 
their supremacy to a system of long 
credits to customers in the interior 
of che country and toeconomical management. 
They have driven English houses, with only 
two or three exceptions, out of business. Fail- 
ures are very rare, although large amounts are 
constantly drawn. The French have monop- 
olized the dry goods trade in the larger cities, 
Both German and French houses in their op- 
erations here have their rights clearly and par- 
ticularly defined in commercial treaties,

The Pope and the Pontifical Court Greeted 
by the People—An Addreas to Leo 
XIiI,to Which He Repliea, 


Rome, January 6.—The pope has an- 
nounced that he will receive the presidents of 
English and American colleges in Reme and 
British pilgrims on the 10th inst. Monsignor 
Clifford will make the necessary arrangements 
for the reception. The pope's jubilee presents 
were placed on exhibition at the vatican to- 
day for the first time. Foreign diplomats, a 
number of Roman aristocrats and a host of 
other guests were pesent. The pope entered

DEATH OF MR. JAMES NOBLE. 


At the Age of Eighty-two, The Veteran 
Closes His Life. 

Rome, Ga., January 6.—[Special.]—Mr, 
James Noble died at the residence of his son, 
Mr. Samuel Nobie, in Anniston, Ala. For 
several weeks Mr. Noble has been unwell, and 
though at times very sick he has rallied, and 
four days ago walked unaided across the room. 
He began to sink yesterday afternoon and at 
ten minutes past tive elt passed peacefully 
away. Mr. Noble was a remarkable man. Al- 
though he had lived tothe age of 82, he re- 
tained full possession of his faculties. LBornin 
Cornwall, England, in 1805, he came te 
the United States 655 years ago, an 
settled in Reading, Penn., where he ea- 
tablished foundry and machine works, which 
were twice destroyed by fire and once by water. 
In spite of these losses he was. successful. In 
1855 he came to home, where he again em- 
barked in the iron business, associating with 
him three of his sons. When the war cameon 
he made cannon for the confederacy, and hie 
works were entirely destroyed by the federal 
army during Sherman’s march. Mr. Noble 
also lost his two furnaces at Cedar Bluff, Ala., 
which were destroyed by the federals. Al 
though now advanced in years, he rebuilt his 
works after the war and added nail works and 
a@rolling mill. He was, at different times,a 
niemBer of the municipal council ef Nome, 
and in 1871 bailt the waterworks. He finally 
retired from active business, leaving itin the 
hands of. his sons. Lately he went 
to Anniston, and intended to make 
his @home there. Mr. Samuel Noble 
has been building a fine stone residence for 
his aged father, and pending its completion 


Mr. James Noble had been residing at his 
howse. Not long since Mr. and Mrs. Noble 
celebrated the sixty-first anniversary of their 
marriage. Mr. Nob!c was the father of twelve 
children—six girls and six boys—and leaves a 
large number of descendants, among whom 
are several great-grandchildren.

. ROASTED TO DEATH. 


Two Colored Men Meet a Horrible Doom in 
Shanty. 
HAWKINSVILLE, January 6.—[Special.]—In 
a letter to the editor of the Dispatch of this 
city, Captain T. D. Wilcox tells of the burn- 
ing to death of two colored men. Heé says: 

was aroused from my slumbers by the watchman 
whoinformed me that one of my shanties was 
burned. Not thinking any other damage was done, 
Idid not burry up. Very soon one of the hands 
knocked at my door and said two or three of the 
men were burned with the shanty. I hastened fo 
the scene, and there I saw the most horrible 
sight I have ever beheld. Among the coals and 
; were the parched skeletous of two human 
beings—Claude Wall and Si'as Crower—both from 
Belma, North Carolina. They were trusty and hard- 
working colored men, and had saved up some 
money. Clavde had saved between fifty and one 
bundred doliars, and had placed thirty dollars of 
the money in the hands of one of his kinsmen the 
evening before.

FILLED WITH BUCKSHOT. 


A Bloody Tragedy Takes Place in Lowndes 
County. 


Vautposta, Ga., January 6.—[Special.]— 
Isaac Robinson was shot dead by Will Jchn- 
son, at Davis's still, seven miles north of here 
this morning. The two negroes had quarreled 
about a woman, and Johnson armed himself 
and made for his victim. Robinson was at 
work with a team and dodged behind the 
mules. He gota shotgun out of a wagon, and 
challenged Johnson to shoot it out. Johnson, 
in turn, dodged, and when Robinson came up, 
filled his breast with buckshot. It was said 
by witnesses he premeditated murder. 


The Siloam Tragedy. 
From the Greensboro, Ga., Journal, 

A general row occurred at Siloam between 
certain negroes in which sticks, pistols and 
other weapons were used with fatal effect. In 
the melee Joe Chester,-a negro, seemingly 
twenty-five years old, was shot through the 
neck and killed, after first receiving a blow on 
the head which fractured the skull. He suc- 
ceeded in getting out of the crowd and went, 
walking and running, about one hundred yards 
before falling. It is thought either wound 
would have killed him, but his immediate 
death was evidently produced by the pistol 
ball which passed entirely through the neck 
just under the jawbone, severing the jugular 
vein. The shooting was done by Matt Jeter, 
a negro living near Siloam. Four shots were 
fired—all of them, it is believed,by Matt Jeter. 
Tue first shot did the work for Joe Chester. 
After finishing Joe Matt and his party turned 
their attention to Pleas Lundy, Joe’s brother, 
who it seems came to his brother’s help. Pleas 
knocked Miles Jeter down, but did not tarry 
long enough to deal any more blows. Things 
were getting too hot for him, and he took to 
his heels, the party after him. Matt fired two 
shots at Pleas, one of them giving him a close 
call. He succeeded in eluding his pursuers 
and making good his escape.. No arrests have 
hoon made,all those who took a hand in the af- 
fray on the winning side having left for parts 
unknown. After giving the killing as thor- 
ough investigation as could be had under the 
circumstances the coroner’s jury found that 
the killing was done by Matt Jeter and that 
the same was murder—with Miles Jeter, 
Alonzo Halland Arnold Ransom accessories 
before the fact. Warrants are out for the par- 
ties. 


Difficulty at White Plains. 


A difficulty took place at White Plains be- 
tween Mr. W. T. Rogers and a negro named 
Frank Turner, in which Mr. Rogers received a 
severe blowinthe face The difticulty grew 
out of a misunderstanding about some money, 
and occurred in the store of Mr. P. M. Moss.

enraged the negro, and drawing his knife he 


advanced ina threatening mannerand made 
use of abusive language. Mr. Rogers took up 
an ax and advanced to meet the negro, with 
the purpose of defending himself. He struck 
at Turner, but another uwegro rau between 
them and warded off the blow. Turner backed 
and Mr. Rogers kept trying to strike, but was 

revented by the negro between them. In 

acking Turner came to a weight on the 
counter. Picking it up he threw it with force, 
striking Mr. R.on the check. Turner fled and 
has not yet been arrested.

The Alsimshouse and Chaingang—-Convict 
Camps — Tax Recetver’s Returns 
Public Neads and Bridges, Bte. 


ATLANTA, Ga., January 6, 1888.—The grand 
Urers Impaneled and sworn for the fall perm of the 
superior court of Fulton county, beg leave respect- 
fully fo make the following general presentments: 

THE ALMSHOUSE AND CHAINGANG. 

“The committer of the ¢ ail fury charged with 
the inspecting of the almshouse and chaingang, re- 
port: 

“I. With respect to the almshoure, located on a 
tract of land of three hundred acres on the Peach- 
tree road, seven miles north of Atlanta: On the por- 
Hon of this tract oveupied by the white indigents, is 
& :ew brick house, conveniently arranged and 
capable of accommodating all who are likely to ap- 
ply foradmission, ‘t present, little more than half 
the available space is oceupied by indigent inmates. 
The building is Jjocated on the crest of a ridge, and 
is well supplied with pure water. On the prcm’ses 
is a well appointed bathhouse: also, a somewhat ex- 
pensively built barn which affords ample accommo- 
dations for animals, provender, vehicles and agri- 

nitural impli ments, 

“Most of (he iumates are invalids, past middle 
life—many of them partially imbecile from the ef- 
tects of disease. Very few of them are incapacita- 
le | by reason ofold age alone. The diseases are 
reneraily of a chronic character—the result,in most 
instances, of dissipation and exeesses. Among the 
inmates are a few young children, all of whom 
secin to be victims of some terrible hereciary dis- 
Except where the parties bear the relation of 
husband and wife, the males and females occupy 
entirely separate quarters, in the opposite wings of 
tie main building, the front part of the building 
being cecupied as a dispensary, and asa private 
rm s.dence by the resident physician, who is also the 

arden. , 

“The kitchen and dining room allotted to the pa- 
ie} inmates, in the basement and 
corresponding upper room at the extreme 
em of thenorth wing of the building, are large, 
weil ventilated. properly drained, and. cheerful 
looking. Both are reasonably well kept, perhaps 
still there is probably room for considerable im- 
provement in the matter of order and cleanliness, 
The cook, a middle aged white woman,is an in- 
vaidimmite of the establishment, under medi- 
cal treatment for constitutional disease, and from 
the effect of which she is particularly imbecile. 
she is probably not physically able to do the cook- 
ing for such an establishment, even were it prudent 
to employ such a person in that capacity at all. 
There is probably no immediate danger of comimu- 
nicating cisease; but uncer all the circumstances, we 
reccmnund that a competent and healthy cook be 
provided even should it become necessary to 
iirc one at the expense of the county.

CONVICT CAMPS, 

Our commitfee, consisting of four members of the 
jury and three citivens,¢o0_ visit and examine the 
convict cMups in this county, made the following 
report: 

“On Thursday last, November 3d, 1887, we visited 
the camps of the Chattahoochee brick company, 
lesseos of state conyicts. We first went to their main 
camp on the Georgia Pacific railrcad. We endeav- 
ered to get there as quietly as possible, and appar- 
entiy, they had ne n>tice of our coming. 

‘‘We idirst visited the hospital, and found every 
thing clean and in execclient condition, and but 
three eases, one ofthem acase of pneumonia, a 
male convict; the other two, old chronic cases—one 
male, the other female. The physician accompa- 
nving us, Dr. Bizzell *pronounced this hospital de- 
pa ¢ uent in good aud satisfactory con tion. 

“We next examined the general sleeping apart- 
ment, and found it clean, well kept, and well ven- 
tilated, bedding clean, plentiful and satisfactory. 

“We inspected next the kitchen, in charge ofa 
faithfal couviet woman, and found things there in 
good order, 

“We next went downto the brick kilns, mingled 
and talked freely with the convicts of all ages and 
conditions both black and white. We questioned 
them closely, as to their treatment, food, punish- 
ment for neglect of duty &e , and as a general rule, 
they spoke kindly and ‘nm the highest terms of Cap- 
tain Woodruffand the management of the camp, 
and seemed to be as well satisfied as men could weil 
he in their unhappy condition in life. 

“We investigated the matter of food. They ap- 
peared to have aw bountiful supply of good, coarse 
plain food, such as bacon, beef, dread, vegetabics

_ And in connection with this report, the grand 
jury beg to indorse and repeat the views and recom- 
mendations of a former grand jury, in reterence to 
the present convict lease system. We believe it is 
wrong, and should be abolished at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. In our opinion, no private persomror 
corporation should have the benefit or the control of 
the labor ef convicts. It is a great wrong to the pub- 
lic, and is unjust, even to convicts. They should be 
put to work on the public roads ana public works of 
the state and the counties, and their Jabor should 
not be put in competition with that of honest, law- 
abiding citizens, whether as skilled or unskilled 
laborers. 

TAX RECEIVER'S RETURNS. 

The day that we were impaneled and sworn, 
his honor, the judge of this circuit, at the rejuest of 
our county commissioners, specially called attention 
to the fact thatthe returns of the tax receiver of 
this county showed that much of the property in the 
county was returned at an incorrect valuation, and 
charged us to correct such returns and put a proper 
valuation upon property thus returned below its real 
Value, | 

This important matter was referred toa committee 
who made a laborious examination, and submitted 
the following report: 

‘Your committee appointedJunder special charge 
ofthe court by request of the county commisioners, 
to examine the digest of the recorder of tax returns, 
to ascertain if any considerable number of tax pay- 
ers have returned their property for taxation at a 
value notably below its actual value, beg leave to 
report: 

“That, owing to the fact that the receiver has 
permitted property owneis to make returns without 
adequate description of either country land or city 
real estate, we find it impossible io obtaia the infor- 
mation :desirel by the court and commis:ioners 
sufficient to answer the end contemplated. 

“It appears that no attempt was made to describe 
or locaie, on the digest, citv real estate, and not one 
fourth of the country laud has the land lot and dis- 
trict recorded. 

.*This defect in the digest 'eft us to our own limit- 
ed knowledgeofthe property Jof the taxpayers in 
the country; andin the case of tity property, we 
bad to 1eply on a comparison of the returns made to 
the receiver under oath, wita the digest of the city 
assessors, who are sworn ollicers, 

“In this comparison we regret to haye to report 
that we tind that many of the largest property own- 
ers have made their returns at 20 to 50 per cent be- 
low the value placed on their property by the city 
asseseors; and .we found a few instances where 
proper.y is returned for less than half the value by 
the city assessors. 

“We think some effectual remedy should be em- 
ployed to correct so gross a public wrong. To pre- 
yent such irregularities and inequalities, we recom- 
mend that diligent effort be made by proper 
authority to secure, as early as possible, such 
legislation as will provide a competent board of 
assessors of real estate for taxation, forthe entire 
state if possible, but for Fulton county certainly. 

‘We further recommend, that the receiver of tax 
returns require each property owner to give a de- 


scription of, or locate his real estate, both city cnd 


country, 8othatany sheriff, bailiff, or c»mmittee, 
can find and locate the same by the description on 
the divest. 

“We farther sugees', that if the tax collector 
would so prepare his reccipts as to show the rate per 
cent of state and county taxation andthe poll! tax 
separately, it would be gratifying to many tax pay- 
ers. Respectfully submitted.

“We find that the Mayson and Turner’s ferry road, 
is in bad condition from Marietta road to Adams- 
ville district line. Weare informed that very little 
work has been done on this roadin two years, and 
that the money collected for this year peel, from 
citizens living on the road—one hundred dollars or 
more—has not been applied in the proper direction, 
if usedatall. Werecommend that this read have 
immediate attento:, and that a porton of it, 
namely, from Mr. Hi.H. Elliott's to Joseph Coursey’s, 
be macadamized as soon as practicable. 

“Some places could be fixed at small expense, 
which would greatly beneftithose who will bave to 
use the road during the coming winter. 

“We recommend that a bridge be built across 
Sandy creek on the piyer road, similar to the one 
across Whetstone creek; and that the laiter be 
raised alout four feet, and put in good repair. and 
— approaches toeach be filled to a suitable 

i ade. 

“The other roads in this part of the county we 
find to-be in good condition; a!so other roads in 
other sections we bave visited, 

“The tl_or of the bridge over the East Tennessee. 
Virginia and Georgia railroad, on the McDonough 
road, we consider unsafe, and suggest that the

to relay the same with good planks; also to connect 
the railing to that of the bridge over the 
Atlanta and Hawkinsville ratiroad It is 
uliso necessary, that the approach to the latter 
bridge on the west should be filled with dirt, and 
the :oad made wider than it now is.

Itissaidthat at the late election in Baltimore, 
about fouranda half millions ot tickets were pre- 
pared by the opposing’candidates and partiesto be 
“shoved” by workers at the polls, while only about 
70,0-0 votes were cast. 

W hen votes are purchased, or are Cast by any im- 
proper infiuence, those who thus purchase or pro- 
cure such yotes, always see that the right tickets 
a°ée deposited by such corrupted voters, in the bal- 
lot box. Men will not buy such goods, unless tley 
can see them delivered. Secrecy of the ballot will 
prevent frauds, bribery and terrorism at the polls. 

A comparatively inexpensive and perfectly fair 
methol of nominating candidates, and of providing 
tickets and other election expenses, and a certainty 
of a free and uncorrupted ballot and a fair count— 
rendering it impossible for a minority candidate to 
be counted in—can, in our judgment, be easily pro- 
vided, and we earnestly invoke such -@Jislation as 
will secure these results. 

SALARIES FoR COUNTY OFFICERS. 

We recommend that our county commissioners 
and the people ofthe county, at the next meeting of 
the legislature make an earnest effort to procure the 
passa7e ofa law, giving salaries instead of fees, to 
all our county officers and that all fees be collected 
and paid into the county treasury. 

The work recuired of the officers can certainly be 
as promptly and as efficiently Gone by salaried offi- 
ciais as under the present system—most probably it 
would be much better performed every way, and it 
would be an economical measure for the people of 
the county. 

And it would, in a very great measure, remove the 
cause, illegal voting, ring rule, defalcations, and 
combinations to plunder the people; and greatly 
promote the efficiency and integrity of county offi- 
cials, and good morals and patriotic impulsesamong 
the people. 

THE LOST RFCORDS, 

We respectfully recommend our county commis- 
sioners, at as carly a day as practicable, to have the 
Land Title Warranty company’s abstracts of the lost 
deed books ‘‘B,” ‘‘F” and ‘‘H”’ eopied, and placed 
in the clerk's office for public use, in compliance 
with an act of the late legislature.

Under this invitation a comparatively small number 
ol deeds have been brought in, and these have been 
re-recorded in a book marked “‘T T.’’ Thisis out of 
the regular order of reference by the indexes of the 
office. In our opinion, books corresponding to the 
lost ones should haye been made, and all deeds 
should have been re-recorded on the samie pages as 
the originals and the books kept in their places; and 
we recommend that such books be yet prepared and 
the records of ‘‘T T’’ be transfe:red to them. 

We believe that all the deeds which were recorded 
in the lost books are in existence in this county,and 
can be found by proper effort, Ifa faithful and 
competent person be put to searching for and bring- 
ing in tl.@:e deeds, we believe the lost books can, in 
a great measure, be restored at comparatively small 
cast, 
With this done, and with copies of the land title 
warranty’s abstracts of the records of the lost books 
placed in the clerk’s office, the wants of the people 
of the county, in this respect, will be very nearly 
met. 
And we very specially recommend to our connty 
comunissioners to prevent the taking of any more ab- 
stracts from the county records by the Land Title 
Warranty company, in case they fail or refuse to 
afford all necessary facilities ior copying their ab- 
stracts of the lost records.

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An Iniquitous Tax. 

Our friends, the free-traders, talk very 
gilbly about the burdens that the tariff 
places on the nécessities; they talk glibly, 
‘Dnt it is clear that they donot un nd 
what they are talking about. A suit of 
ready-made clothing, owing to home com- 

on, brought about by protection, can 
‘be bought as cheaply here as in London. 
That is to say, a durable suit can be bought 
4n Atlanta at prices ranging from ten tofif- 
teen dollars, and it is not slop-work, elther. 
The duty on calico prints is five cents a 
gquare yard, and yet calico prints sell in 
New York at five cents a square yard. 

If the free-traders are in earnest im their 
desire to repeal the taxes on necessities, it 
fis a little singular that none of them ever 
refer to the four hundred per cent on alco- 
hol. This tax is not only an extraordinarily 
Jarge one, but its continuance can cnly be 
described asa legislative enormity. Itisa 
thousand times worse than the tariff tax on 
quinine, for that tax fell only on one arti- 
cle, while the revenue tax on alcohol 
doubles, trebles, and quadruples the price of a 
great variety of medicines that are absolute 
necessities in every household. 

But do we hear the so-called reformers 
protesting against this tax? Not one of them 
has ever lifted his voice against it, and there 
fs not one of them that would not perpetuate 
it if thereby they could cripple the indus- 
tries of the country and turn tlhe people over 
to panicsand poverty. Here is a tax that 
costs the public in athousand different di- 
rections-—-a tax on the medicines of the poor 
—and all that the free-traders care about is 
to turn the business of the country upside 
down in order that foreign manufacturers 
who pay no taxes here and who have no in- 
terest in the country may have control of 
the American market. 

Just how long this free-trade spasm may 
last we do not know--probably long enough 
to bring the democratic party to its knees 
egain—but it will last in the south only un- 
til the farmers and the laboring people open 
their eyes to the truth of the situation. 


Tne prospects of a compromise among 
the democrats of the house is not very hope- 
ful.

T® ax urticle in one of the -London re- 

views the cardinal speaks of the natural 
right of every man to life and to the food 
mecessary forthe sustenance of @ife. He 
gays: ‘So strict is this natural right that 

At prevails over all positive laws of property. 

Necessity has no law and a starving man 

has a natural right to his neighbor’s bread.”’ 

The cardinal claims that in the reign of 

Elizabeth this natural ‘right was legally rec- 

ognized and enforced, but he does not men- 

tion the fact that in those times the English 

Y “poor were reduced to desperate straits by 

ethe suppression of the monastries in the 

preceding reign, and the condition of af- 
fairs justified extraordinary methods. 

In law and in morals Cardinal Manning’s 
remarkable proposition will not stand. Let 
“ws see. A man certainly has aright to pos- 

gess and use his own bread. This is plain 
enough. But whatis that right worth if 
another man can come along and under the 
plea of necessity take it from him? If a 
starving man has anatural right to his 
neighbon’s bread, he is justified in taking it 
by force, if he meets with opposition. 
This high-handed business would plunge 
the world into strife and bloodshed. The 
whole thing is altogether wrong, insanely 
wrong. Has aman theright to waste his 
earnings, andthen rob his more thrifty 
neighbor? Has aman the right to be his 
own judge of the necessity of the case when 
he takes a notion to assault his fellow-citi- 
gen androb him? We think not. The 
courts do not view it that way. They lis- 
ten toa man’s plea in extenuation of his 
offense, and it is not likely that they would 
deal severely with an offender who was 
really siarving, and who took only just 
enough to satisfy his hunger. ~ 

Anarchists and communists everywhere 

will applaud the cardinalto the echo. They 
will take his sentiment and enlarge it. They 
will make it,apply to those who are in dan- 
ger of starving, to those who are suffering, 
and finally to all the poor who desire to rob 
their rich neighbors. The cablegram in- 
forms us that the London press condemns 
the cardinal’s utterance as mischievous. This 
isamild way of putting it. When men 
high in the church talk in this fashion we 
may expect to see the ignorant, the discon- 
tented and the vicious plunge into a revolt 
against the existing order of things. Our 
only safety lies in upholding the law. It is 
better to have the weak and improvident suf- 
fer than it would be to turn everybody loose 
to enforce what they imagine to be their | 
matural rights.

A Tarif£ Compromise, 

The following from the Louisville Courier 
Journal is written in the right spirit and if 
it’s suggestion for a tariff compromise were 
followed by the two wings of the democratic 
party, a happy solution of the whole matter 
could easily be reached. The Courier-Jour- 
nal says: 

Mr. Randall says incessantly to Mr. Carlisle, ‘“‘you 
and I can make a bill.” Very well, say we. and 
very well, will the party say. Any bill on which 
Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Randall can agree will be ac- 
cepted by the country, Letit-be the Carlisle-Ran- 
dali bill by all means, or, if that sounds better, the 
administration’s bill; let it be discussed in caucus 
until it be perfected and adopted unanimously; then 
let it go to the house for all the discussion the re- 
publicans may waut, and, when everybody has had 
his say, let us pass it, and stand upon it as the tariff 
plank in the next national democratic platform. It 
may suit nobody. But we cannot hope to get a bill 
which will suit everybody, and half a loaf being 
better than no bread, it will giveus at least a start 
in the right direction. 

These are suggestions of our own. Upon them, 
we should be glad to ave a candid expression from 
our democratic contemporaries. This is no time for 
idle clatter, and brainless hair-splitting; Weare in 
the presence of the enemy; the fight is on; and heis 
not a good democrat who seeks to quibble about 
terms, or trifles. The president has blazed the way. 
The speaker will, himself, take the floor. The boys 
in the trenchesarea unitand ready for the fray. 
What are the file-leaders in aud out of congress go- 
ing to do about it? As we have said before, the way 
to harmonize is to harm nize. 

This is all very nice and no doubt meets 
the hearty approval of the democratic party, 
but we fear that the congressional element 
represented by the Courier-Journal has 
taken a’stand against any reasonable com- 
promise which would tend to assure demo- 
cratic harmony. 

We had hoped that a cempromise would 
be effected Which would receive the united 
Sipport of the party. Mr. Randall, at the 
beginning of the session, signified not only 
his willingness but his desire to assist in 
reaching a settlement on which the party 
could stand. Had Mr. Carlisle been simi- 
larly inclined—and wejstill hope that he is— 
he could have done more than anybody else 
in accomplishing that end. . 

But is this Mr. Carlisle’s purpose? 

We find that the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house, which he has just 
named, has nota single democrat upon {: 
who differs with Mr. Carlisle-in his views 
on the tariff question. As this committee 
is to prepare the bill on the subject which 
is to be submitted to the house, it can hardly 
be expected that Mr. Randall can enter 
earnestly into the support of a measure 
with which neither he, nor any of the demo- 
crats who agree with him, has had anything 
to do in preparing. It is reasonable to pre- 
sume that the committee will report a bill 
which is an entirely one-sided affair and 
which Mr. Randall cannot consistently sup- 
port. 

We regret that Mr. Carlisle has again 
yielded to the persuasive importunity of 
Colonel Morrison, who, if we remember 
correctly, was left at home on account of 
his extreme views on the subject of the 
tariff. It is not promising. to see that the 
same mistake has been made by the speaker, 
which proved fatal four and two years ago, 
The Randall wing, as well as that of Mr. 
Carlisle, should have been represented in 
the committee if the speaker had really any 
inclination to assist in arriving at a measure 
on which the party could unite. 

However, we trust that the suggestion of 
the Courier-Journal will not be without 
avail. It may be thatdemocratic harmony 
will yet be secured by agreement between 
both sides.

WILL NEVERGET DRUNK ANY MORE. 


General Butler Makes it Interesting for Dr. 
Bull's Son-in-Law York. 
From the New York Times. 

“The matter of Dr. Bull, an habitual drunk- 
ard,’’ asthe papers describe the case, was before 
Judge Lawrence in supreme court, chambers, yes- 
terday, on a motion made*by Genern! B. F. Butler, 
for hearicg for the doctor, either before a jury or a 
referee, to determine whether the doctor has re- 
formed, and has, as the law requires, voluntarily 
abstained from Ahe use of intoxicants for the space 
of one year, — is therefore entitled to his full lib- 
erty. 5 

Lawyer J. i rork, who married one of Dr. Bull’s 
daughters, ap ed for the daughters in opposition 
to the motion for a hearing, and in order to show 
that Dr. Bull’s case was hopeless, and that they 
should not therefore be put to the annoyance and 
expense of such a trial, recited at length such pro- 
ceeding as have been had from time to time, and a 
good deal of family history in addition. 

“I think the court will find,’ General Butler said, 
waving his hand toward Lawver York, but not 
otherwise moving a muscle, ‘‘that if the plaintiff in 
this case has had the m{sfortune to be the father of 
a daughter who would marry the person that last 
addressed the court he would be justified in getting 
drunk every day.”’ 

When the court had subdued the laugh that fol- 
lowed, General Butler said that the only question 
was whether the doctor had really reformed within 
the meaning ofthe law. If he had reformed, he 
could not lawfully be longer restrained of his liberty. 
The constitution provided that a man could not be 
restrained of his liberty or the full enjoyment of his 
property except according to Jaw, and all that wag 
asked in this case was thatthe manso restrained 
might have a hearing as the law provided. The 
New York law did not make drunkenness a crime; 
it provided for the rehabilitation of the drunkard 
when he had been restrained of his liberty for 
drunkenness.
